He has contributed to a recent is­ 
sue of the Literary Digest some un- 
ryth«mcd verses. 
It is not easy .o 
discover why in writing English verse 
Sir Robindranth Tagore dees not fol­ 
low the established custom of begin­ 
ning every line with a capital letter. 
Tagore was born In Calcutta. India, 
in 1861. son of 
Maharshi 
Devcnd- 
ranath Tagore, 
a 
famous spiritual 
leader, who belonged to a family dis­ 
tinguished 
for 
many 
generations 
throughout India. While still a young 
hoy he lost his mother, a grief which 
deeply touched this sensitive child 
and sent him to nature for consola 
tton. 
To this fact Is attributable in 
part his keen sense of the loving com­ 
panionship of ..nature so marked in 
his writings. 
His father he saw but 
seldom, as he wgs away from home 
most of the time, but Robindranath 
slates that his influence prevaded the 
whole house and was one of the deep­ 
est Influences on his life. 
A lonely oyhood was succeeded by 
school days, presided over at first by 
Die most forbidding of disciplinary 
school masters. 
This experience was 
largely influential in leading him to 
establish in later years his famous 
school republic, Shantl Niketan, 
at 


Rolpt»r, to which he ha* devoted him­ 
self since 1991. 
Fortunately bjs fath­ 
er soon decided to put him under pri­ 
vate tutors, and he henceforth had 
greater opportunity to develop telf-cx 
presslon. 
At the age of 40 years, In 1901, he 
entered on his work at Bal pur, which 
he has continued to the present time. 
This work has centered around his 
school. "Shantl Niketan." or translat­ 
ed. "Abode of Peace." Beginning with 
two or three boys ,in two years’ time 
It had grown to filmbrr eighteen; in 
four years to sixty, and by now to over 
two hundred boys. ,T his school, while 
strictly Indian in Its characteristics,1 
has embodied In Itself. In forms mod 
ifled to environmental «^mditlons. the, 
most advanced educational ideas of ibe 
world today, while retaining also the 
best traditions of the ancient Indian 
garden and forest schools. 
It is inter­ 
esting to Americans to note that the 
self-government of his school Is large­ 
ly modeled after that of the famous 
George Junior Republic. 
Here Tagore 
has brought the pow.er of his person­ 
ality to play upon an increasing num­ 
ber of young men who are making 
the India of tomorrow. While In Eng­
